A put sit'ii x say* he never know a ensa 
of deuth.friiiu diphtheria or scarlatina where 
onion# were freely used A* a vermifuge 
also, there is notluug better than a frequent 
use of boiled onion*. 

Fou a linger ttiat is threatened with a 
felon, take a cup of coal water into which 
ha* been stirred some baking soda, place 
it on the stove and hold in the finger until 
too hot to Ik- longer borne. 

Sai.t mixed with the egg* prevent* them 
front rising, and when used the omelet will 
look llabby; yet without salt it will taste in- 
sipid. A dd a little salt to it just before fold- 
ing it and turning out on the dish. 

To i i.kan silver, moisten souie very finely 
pulverized whiting with spirits of harts- 
horn, rub the silver with it, lot it dry, then 
rub off with a soft cloth uud polish with 
chamois leather. To clean silver plate, 
moisten the whiting with sweet oil and pro- 
ceed us above. If well done the silver will 
keep i-lean a long time. 

Osb popular use of chamois is in making 
little bugs tor holding buttons or any simi- 
lar purjsise. These are made by doubling a 
strip of chamois of the right width and sew- 
ing the aide* together. The top of the bag 
is lined with bright-colored satin and drawn 
up ou drawing strings. A fringe of the 
chamois skin may be used to finish the bot- 
tom of the hag. 

A sick way to use up remnants of cold 
boiled ham is to mince it. atid to half a pound 
of ham melt a tablc*p<*>nful butter in u 
frying-pan, add the hum and a little hot wa- 
ter. let it bout up quickly, then spread it on 
button'd toast, and ou each pioi-e lay u 
peached egg. tjuite a dainty breakfast can 
thus be made from what at first thought 
might sis'in very unpromising. 

Tns buffalo beetle is seldom found about 
the house except while laying its eggs. It 
disV uot eat i arpets. but feeds upon the 
pollen of thespirou aud other plants. It is 
the larva which hatches out of its eggs 
which is so destructive to carpets; this is a 
hairy grub als>ut half an inch loir similar 
in appearance to u small caterpillr , and it 
easily hides in the fuzof the carpet. 

Oil in a lamp should never be allowed to 
get down to less than one-half the depth of 
the reservoir. The wick should be soft and 
completely fill the space for it, but without 
crowding. A lump should neither be sud- 
denly cooled nor exposed to u draught. In 
extinguishing the ilainethc wick should first 
be turned far down and then a sharp, quiek 
puff blown across uud not straight down 
upon the flame. 

A ooon cleansing mixture may he made 
with two ounces liquid ammonia, two ounces 
bar soap, finely shaved, and two teasjHsm- 
fuls powderiM saltpeter. Put these itigredi- 
culs into a large, open-mouthed bottle uud 
add one and one half pints warm water It 
will b*“ ready for use iu two or three days 
It is well adapted fi>r washing delicate col- 
ored articles, also to add to the water for 
8 hum|>ooing the head. Mixed with water 
aud sprayed upon plants it will kill any in- 
sect* mfestiug them, uud ulso actus a fer- 
tilizer. 

MECHANICAL RESEARCH. 

A Flu \< it chemist has obtained from the 
bark of the larch tree an essential oil which, 
hv rectification, develops several singular 
qualities, more notably that of an electrical- 
ly iiisiiluting tur-like substance. 

A M W uud useful oil i- obtained from the 
ulkaliue wu-i mgs of wool. It is the result 
of u somewhat intricate prisess, but ranks 
high us a pharmaceutical product, und is 
known in its refined state as "lanolin. " 

For ear ache take a tut of cotton- hatting, 
put U|mn it u pinch of blui-k pepper, gather 
it upand tie; dipit in sweet oil and insert in 
the ear. Put a flannel bandage ovt r tho 
head to keep it warm. It will give iniine- 
diute relief.
